I. Claims 1-31,38-51 and 64-65 drawn to a multilayered structure and a master for 
manufacturing a disk, classified in class 428, subclass 432. 

II. Claims 32-36, 52-56, 62-63 and 66-69 drawn to a method of making a 
multilayered structure and a master for a disk, classified in class 264, subclass 1.1 . 

III. Claims 57-61, drawn to a computer readable medium, classified in class 369, 
subclass 292. 

IV. Claim 70, drawn to an apparatus for forming optical disks, classified in class 249, 
subclass 187.1 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case the multilayered structure can be made by electron beam lithography or by heating a 
resist layer overlying another layer to cause a chemical reaction and draw a microscopic pattern. 
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Inventions Group I and Group III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention Group III has separate utility such 
as etching an artistic microdrawing on a solid. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions Group II and Group III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention Group III has separate utility such 
as etching an artistic microdrawing on a solid.
